whom it was founded, American Slavery would 
long.sinee have ceased.to exist. 

Resolved, That while we. do not claim that 
the federal government has any constitutional 
power to abolish slavery in the States, we do 
contend that it has no constitutional power to 
establish slavery any where. We therefore be¬ 
lieve that all legislation by our national Con¬ 
gress for the establishment of slavery in the 
District of Columbia, for the rendition of fugi¬ 
tive slaves, or for the support of slavery in any 
other manner is entirely nugatory and void, and 
such enactments have no binding force upon the 
American people. 

Resolved, That the Eree Democracy of this 
country are not a sectional, but a national party; 
that our organization is not limited to the North, 
but, by the blessing of God, shall be extended 
into every Southern State ; that our object is, 
by the power of truth, through the agency and 
co-operation of the federal and State govern- 
menib ultimately to abolish slavery throughout 
the length and breadth of our land, and we nev¬ 
er will cease our efforts, or lay down our arms, 
until this great work is accomplished. 

Resolved, That we hail with joy the names of 
JOHN P. HALE and GEORGE W. JULIAN 
as the candidates of the American Free Democ¬ 
racy in the coining Presidential contest, and we 
will do all in our power to induce the people to 
give them their support. 

Resolved, That while Hon. Iddo R. Kimball, 
the regular candidate of the Democratic party 
for Congress is the only one of the three candi¬ 
dates presented by the Whig and Democratic 
parties ot this District for the suffrages of the 
people, that has, to our knowledge, publicly 
committed himself to the infamous doctrines qf 
the Baltimore Conventions, yet, from the politi¬ 
cal associations of the other two candidates, 
Messrs. Smith and Farley, we have no doubt 
they are equally pledged to the slave power,and 
therefore it becomes the duty of the tree de¬ 
mocracy of this district to spare no honorable 
effort to secure the election of their own candi¬ 
date, James O. L, Foster, whose position and 
-character commend him to the support of ail 


men who love their country better than they 
love their parties. 

James O. L. Foster and Robert Anderson, of 
Rockland, "Woodbury Davis, of Belfast, Theop- 
olus Gushing, of Frankfort, and A. D. Mans¬ 
field, of Camden, were appointed District Com¬ 
mittee. - 

Tbedelegates from that portion of the dis¬ 
trict in Lincoln county substituted the name 
of Ward Adams, of Union,for Register of Deeds. 

The Convention held its sessions during the 
day and evening, and was ably and spiritedly, 
addressed by Messrs. Littlefield and Fessenden, 
of Rockland, Hunter, of Bristol, Harding, of 
Union, Ulmer, of Appleton, Davis, of Belfast, 
and Woodman, df Portland.

LETTER FROM J. O. L. FOSTER, ESQ. 

Rockland-, Sept. 3, 1852. 

Gentlemen :—I have received your letter of 
the 1st inst., informing me that! have been 
nominated, by a Committee of the Third Con¬ 
gressional District, as a candidate for Represen¬ 
tative to the thirty-third Congress of the United 
States. It would have been gratifying lo my 
personal wishes, had this honor been conferred 
upon some other individual, but I do not feel at 
liberty to refuse the use of my name in this 
connection, if it can be of the slightest service 
to the friends of universal freedom in the con¬ 
test they are now waging to secure to all, the 
blessings of personal liberty, and the continu¬ 
ance to themselves of the cherished right of free 
discussion. 

The patriotic statesmen who instituted out 
present form of government, have left behind 
them the record of the fact that they intended 
that their work should not only inhibit the 
farther extension of slavery, but that its opera¬ 
tion should, at ho distant day, utterly extermi¬ 
nate the curse from our country. The first 
proposition is proved by the fact, that contem¬ 
poraneous with the formation of the Constitu¬ 
tion, and under its authority, the celebrated or¬ 
dinance of 1787 became a law; by the agency 
of which, slavery, then existing in the north¬ 
western Territory, being at that time the only 
Territory belonging to the general government, 
was abolished, and forever prohibited from pol¬ 
luting the virgin soil of that extensive re¬ 
gion, now covered by five independent sove¬ 
reignties, and constituting the home of five mil¬ 
lions of freemen, with its hateful presence. 

The second proposition is conclusively shown 
by the fact, that the framers of the Constitution 
would not permit the word “ slave” to be used 
in that instrument* for the alleged reason that 
they expected slavery, under its operation, would 
soon be abolished, and posterity would never 
learn from the Constitution itself, that slaves 
had lived under it. 

Men, who fought in the battles of their 
country, to achieve in its behalf, the recognition 
of the self-evident truth, that all men were en¬ 
dowed by nature with the inalienable right of 
life, liberty, and the pursuit of happiness, and 
the consequent right of self-government; and 
who, having secured this recognition from their 
British foe, and the establishment of a govern¬ 
ment, as they supposed, upon the basis of these 
rights, have lived to see the powers of that gov¬ 
ernment so perverted, as to be used almost sole¬ 
ly to deprive men of their liberty, to deny to 
them the right of securing happiness, and to 
divest them of the safe-guards of life. 

Chattel slavery—the propagation of the hu¬ 
man species for the market—has become under 
the Constitution of the United States, as now 
construed, like agriculture, commerce, and man¬ 
ufactures, an object, and indeed the chief ob¬ 
ject of governmental encouragement and pro¬ 
tection. The legislation of the country is shap¬ 
ed to secure a quick demand, and a high price 
for God’s image, with more directness of pur¬ 
pose than it was ever used to promote any of 
the great industrial interests of the- nation.— 
State?, which prior to the annexation of Texas, 
and the acquisition of Mexican Territory, were 
feeble and languishing, have becomesince these 
events, rich and flourishing, in consequence of 
the increased demand and enhanced prices 
caused thereby of men and women. Their chief 
source of Wealth is the product of their loins— 
the exportation of their sons and daughters. 

If money belonging to the federal treasury is 
not appropriated by Congress for the payment 
of human flesh as frequently as it is for the 
erection of light houses,yet the fact that it is so 
appropriated, is as well established in the one 
case as in the other. The general government, 
the Declaration of Independence to the contrary 
notwithstanding, thus nationalising slavery, by 
making man the subject of property — the hu¬ 
man soul a marketable commodity. 

The fathers of our republic, the distinguished 
menwho formed, and in its earlier years, ear 
ried on our government—Washington, Frank¬ 
lin, Jefferson, Madison, Adams, and their like, 
were anti-slavery men, and exerted themselves 
to circumscribe, localize, and abolish slavery, 
regarding it as an outrage upon its victims, a 
disgrace to the nation, and a sin in the sight of 
Heaven. But the statesmen who now control 
the government, unite in declaring slavery as it 
exists in the - United States a "finality,” and 
both of the great political parties of the coun¬ 
try, assembled in National Conventions, solemn¬ 
ly resolved, notwithstanding the Constitution 
forbids the abridging of the freedom of speech 
or the press, that they would “ discountenance” 
and “resist” all discussion of the subject, 
“whenever, wherever, and however made. ”— 
And we have seen this infamous threat actually 
attempted to be carried out, and for a time suc¬ 
cessfully so, in both Houses of Congress ! That 
which Thomas Jefferson in his day, declared to 
be a national sin of such enormity, that he 
trembled for his country when he remembered 
that God was just, and in reference to which he 
said, he knew of no attribute-in the character of 
the Almighty that could take sides with us, is, 
in ourtimes, without YYebstersand our Casses, 
our FiUmores and our Bierces, with its aug¬ 
mented enormities, a “finality” which shall not 
be discussed in Congress or out of it, in the 
pulpit or by the press, and every Whig or Dem¬ 
ocratic meeting throughout the Union from 
own caucus to State Convention reiterates and 
re-affirms this Austrian edict, and every candi¬ 
date for office, from County Commissioner to 
Governor—from tide-waiter to member of Con¬ 
gress, adopts it as a part of his political creed, 
and pledges himself to carry it out. 

It is surprising to see to what degradation in¬ 
telligent men belonging to these parties submit, 
and under what contribution the slave-holders 
have laid personal independence, for no man of 
either of the parties, has yet had the moral 
courage to repudiate this assault upon the right 
of free discussion, but all seem to vie with each 
other in showing the world how servile they 
are in acquiescing, without a murmur of dissent 
to the command, “ you shall not even discuss 


subjects which we interdict.” To what greater 
debasement can freemen submit than to have a 
pad-lock placed upon their lips, and that too by 
a miserable oligarchy of slave-holders. 

In the reign of Charles the Second, Andrew 
Marvell, a poor man, hut possessing integrity 
and spirit,represented a borough in Parliament, 
and was dreaded by the administration. The 
Lord Treasurer,once his school-fellow, was sent 
to renew acquaintance with him in his garret. 
At parting, the Lord Treasurer slipped into his 
hand an order upon the treasury for a thousand 

pounds. Marvell looked at the paper, and called 1 

for his servant boy. “Jack, child” said he, | 
“ what had I for dinner yesterday “A shoul¬ 
der of mutton.” ■■ AVhat-have I for dinner to- 
I day?” “Don’t you know, sir, that you bid 
me lay by the blade-bone to broil." “ Very right. 
My Lord do you hear that ? Andrew Man-ell’s 
dinner is provided ; there's your piece of paper, 

1 want it not. I live here to serve my country.' 
The ministry may seek men of their purpose. 

I am not one.” The present political campaign, 
though eminently calculated, one would think, 
to produce Andrew Marvells, ^ as brought none 
to light. All seem to prefer treasury orders, to 
; the shoulder-blade of manly independence. 

I As late as the last presidential canvass, the 
! two great political parties in the free States, 
made the strongest “free soil ” professions, and 
indignantly repudiated any intimation that they 
were pro-slavery. Although they abused the 
“abolitionists and thefree soIiers,”persc.it was 
because they persisted in forming a third party, 
thereby defeating, as the whigs and democrats 
pretended, the objects they, the anti-slavery 
men had in view. At their last State Conven¬ 
tion, even the democratic party of this State, 
adopted a platform, and put forth an address, 
the sentiments of which upon the subject of 
j slavery, were quite satisfactory to free soil men. 
The whigs were not behind them in their pro¬ 
fessions. The legislatures, too, of every free j 
| State, passed the YVilmot "Proviso Resolutions, 
j But now in less than four years, the mortify¬ 
ing spectacle is presented of the respectable, 
intelligent, and influential men who compose 
these powerful parties, and who made these 
anti-slavery professions — these men and these 
carries, which control the destinies of this na¬ 
tion — at the command of slave-holders, became 
slaves themselves, eat their own word! inspired 
by the spirit of liberty in their bosoms, repu- ) 
diate their own matured, well settled, and au¬ 
thoritatively uttered sentim ents in favor of free- j 
dom, abandon their expressed convictions of 
duty in relation to slavery, and unite as oneman 
in saying that the crime of slavery is a “ finali- | 
ty,” and spurn as though it were contamina¬ 
tion itself, the utterance of every thought which j 
might be construed to favor liberty. In 1848 I 
the effort of these parries was to appear anti¬ 
slavery, now it is to see which can be most pro- 
slavery. 

The duty of the Free Democracy is plain.— 
They must maintain their organization. They 
must resist the encroachments of the slave- 
power upon their rights. They must strive to 
Confine the action of the general government to 
the sphere of its constitutional duties. They 
must endeavor to bring back the Constitution 
to that interpretation intended by its framers, 
and required by the well-settled rules of judi¬ 
cial construction. They must seek to abolish 
slavery wherever Congress has the constitution¬ 
al power. They must do what they can to re¬ 
sist its further extension, and endeavor to dif¬ 
fuse among the people the love of liberty and 
the spirit of freedom which so eminently char¬ 
acterized them in the earlier periods of our his¬ 
tory. If my obscure name, or my feeble ser¬ 
vices are required to aidm bringing about these 
results, I shall not withhold either.

THE PITTSBURG CONVENTION. 

It may not be uninteresting to our readers to 
notice a few general facts and features of that 
remarkable Convention, which was an era in 
the cause of freedom in this country. 

Its moral character, its Christian principle, 
its dignity, ability and propriety ; its indomita¬ 
ble purpose and religious faith; its martyr-like 
fidelity to Truth and Humanity —to God and 
Liberty,—these features no observer could mis¬ 
take. It is doubtful whether a Convention to 
large and yet so morally elevated was ever held 
in this country. An incident: The clerk of 
the Monongahela House, the largest and most 
fashionable in Pittsburg, and which was crowd¬ 
ed to the utmost, were a little disposed to com¬ 
plain that they “had sold but three glasses of 
liquor to those whom they could suppose 
to be members of the Convention,” and proba¬ 
bly they were mistaken in these. AtBaltiirore, 
drinking and drunkenness were no strangers. A- 
Never before were we so deeply impressed with 
the irresistible moral strength of this cause.— 
Politicians may as well attempt to “ compro¬ 
mise” }lt. Washington into Passamaquoddy 
Bay. 

Its unanimity was remarkable, both on prin¬ 
ciples and candidates. From north and south, 
east and west., to thexerootest frontiers all came 
with a fixed resolve that Mr. Hale they would 
have. So strong was this, that not even his pos¬ 
itive declinature could shake it, They had been 
manoeuvered out of their proper representative 
onee to their cost; (1848) now" Kossuth’s law, 
“ the instincts of the people, ” should prevail 
over Washington, New York, or anywhere else 
under heaven. This was worthy of freemen. 
So on the Platform. There was a diversity 
sometimes even to stickling pugnacity, hut fun¬ 
damental agreement and a common purpose.— 
The less yielded to the greater, and now heart 
heats to heart throughout the ranks of freedom 
while other parties are consuming each other 
by intestine quarrels. 

The first afternoon and evening was occupied 
by the delegate Convention in settling the prin¬ 
ciples of organization and action—always a dif¬ 
ficult matter by such bodies. The Platform 
Committee organized by choosing Mr. Giddings 
Chairman, and the writer, Secretary, and was 
occupied the whole first afternoon in consider¬ 
ing the vie ws of Gerrit Smith and Dr. Lemoyne, 
who urged them with great earnestness. After 
long, courteous discussion, agreement was foe* i 
impracticable, and the Committee went on with 
its laborious, responsible work. Having fixed 
on a general outline, at 10 o’clock it was refer¬ 
red to a sub-committee of two (Mr. Adams and 
one other) to revise, condense, add to, amend, 
and- engross; and by working till 2 o’clock, 
then resuming at 6, we were prepared to report 
at 8 to the general committee. There the reso¬ 
lutions were all carefullv reviewed and adopted, 
and at 10 A. M., the co'mmittee rose, repaired 
to The delegate Convention and reported thro’ 
the Chairman. Thus carefully and faithfully 
was that noblest of political platforms prepared, 
and it met with hearty applause from the Con¬ 
vention. Itisbutjusttosay that able minds 
had also been previously empl°) cu upon it. •- 


Mr. Smith then offered his minority report, 

which was indefinite and quite inadequate, and 
made a labored and able argument in its sup¬ 
port. He insisted on a totally new organiza¬ 
tion—a thing we were not sent there to do ; 
an entire separation from the old parties, which 
the majority report fully declared; and that 
slavery be declared piracy which could not be 
legalized, and all slave law should be trampled 
under foot. I| e would not ask the repeal of 
the fugitive act, but resist it by all such moral 
or physical means as might be preferred. The 
majority asserted the moral nullity of slave law, 
but demanded the republican remedy of repeal. 
Mr. Giddings followed Mr. Smith in a feeling 
but strong reply, which evidently carried the 
conviction of the Convention. It" was stroim, 
practical intellect against impracticable theory. 
The whole debate was of rare abiUtv and elo¬ 
quence. As aspecimen of Mr. Giddings’ prac¬ 
tical foxensic skill: A member cried out, “ The 
fugitive law is no law ; I will not stop to ask 
its repeal but trample it in the dust.” Mr. G. 
replied, “I too say it is no law ; I arm the fu¬ 
gitive and charge him to take the life of his 
pursuer if necessary, but I go far repeal to get 
clear of the inevitable penalty of doing right, 
and will vote for no man for Congress who will 
not vote for repeal,— will you?” The man tried 
hard to escape, but Mr. G. held him fast to the 
answer till at last he cried out, “ No 1 won't!” 
Shouts of laughter followed. 

Here the debate should have terminated, but 
after dinner, Gen. Paine, of Wisconsin, mis¬ 
taking both himself and the occasion, opened it 
anew in along useless speech, after which Lewis 
Tappan offered several important amendments 
for the purpose of harmony. This, as was fore¬ 
seen by others, only caused the vast, excited 
Convention, now in the last hours ot its sittings, 
to drift the more; but after adopting a slight 
alteration or two it swayed back,and under the 
vigorous,skilful action of its President,it carried 
the majority report straight through with very 
great unanimity. The voting for candidates 
was then taken up and completed in an hour 
with enthusiastic applause. 

In the evening, the platform and nominations 
were reported to the immense mass meeting in 
the open air, and there [met such shouts of 
heartfelt applause as the army of Hungary will 
send up when it again lakes the field for liberty 
with Kossuth at its head. 

THE SECOND DISTRICT. 

An effort is now making to draw off free 
voters in that District to the whigs, and they 
should look well to their duty. YVe agree most 
fully that Mayall is not only totally incompe¬ 
tent to the office, and an ultra servile, but that 
his election would be positively disreputable to 
the District, and so a great body qf democrats 
regard it: that he is a hater of the Maine Law, 
and obtained his nomination by -Sabbath elec¬ 
tioneering. So we are told by his responsible 
neighbors. And had not the whigs acted with 
most consummate folly, not to say wickedness, 
the State might have been spared the dishonor 
of his election. Now the case stands thus: 

Mr. Cram was so bitterly opposed, well nigh 
insulted, by a few hunker rum whigs that he 
would not stand, and nobody blames him. Mr. 
Gilman was then brought forward, as we learn, 
by that same class of men and his nomination 
was adopted. Now can-free men in honor and 
self-respect sustain him ? Is is not enough for 
whigs to submit to the dictation of those men 
without putting our necks under their yoke ? 
If not we are indeed a docile people 1 No, nev¬ 
er will we support the candidate of another 
party where neither our party existence nor 
.self-respect is implied. YVe are an honorable 
“ power on earth,” and successful negociation 
can only proceed on this ground. YVe are the 
bob to no party’s kite, much less to one in the 
hands of rum serviles. YYe know the great 
body of whigs dislike their position, but that 
does not alter the recgrft. 

Their candidate is a young man, not long a 
resident of the State, whom neither they nor 
anybody else really knows anything about, and 
was nominated by a handful of men merely to 
have a candidate. Since his nomination, how¬ 
ever, it is said that he is quite a strong free soil 
man in principle,—that he is opposed to the 
fugitive act—to the increase of slave Slates— 
that he opposed the fugitive act in the New 
Hampshire legislature—that he is an office stu- 
. dent with Mr. Tuck who certifies to his liberal 
prineiples, and that he supported Mr. Tuck’s 
election. To this we answer: 

Mr. Tuck is said to be very nearly if not quite 
a whig himself, and has done very li ttle in 
Congress for freedom. Nearly all the whigs 
supported him as well as Mr. Gilman. The 
great body of men at the North oppo ed the 
fugitive act especially when first passed. We 
say nothing against Mr. G., but we do say that 
the Free Democracy cannot with honor support 
a candidate thus presented ; they cannot base 
their action on a few statements just before elec¬ 
tion ; and as the final,.conclusive objection, Ac 
cannot be elected. It is not expected, but it 
would be to the whigs a pleasant thing of course 
to get half our votes to boast over as so much 
capital for Scott and Graham ! Besides, usage 
will require ill-. Gilman’s renomination, and to 
that the party of freedom is not now to be thus 
committed. 

YYe urge, therefore, every free voter in the 
District to go square for that true, tried, worthy 
man, NATHANIEL PEASE, and take care of 
the future when it comes. See that your neigh¬ 
bors are not misled.
